ORATION 


Of C. 8. Vorlan, Delivered July 4lli 


Kt the Pavilion. 


The republic lives—and with each 


receiving anniversary it is fitting that 
•we, its children, should commemorate 
its birth with solemn rite and ceremony. 
It is no unmeaning pageantry and 
ponip, which all over n great continent 
heralds the dawning of this day. 


On the contrary, the thunder of can 


non, the rolling of drums and tlie blare 
of trumpets which fill the air, are but 
testimony of the spirit which enable 
the nation to live. Let us see. 


Down the ages comes the story of op- 


pression and wrong which animated the 
peoples of the earth at times to main- 
tain an unequal struggle with despotic 
power. To demonstrate the possibility 
of popular government and to obtain a 
meed of political nnd religious liberty, 
the aucieut republics and democracies 
were with fire and sword brought into 
being. With few exceptions, they have 
passed into history as illustrations oi 
the fallacy ol the hopes on which they 
were founded. The divine right oi 
Kings to rule was either conceded or 
enforced through the centuries, nud if 
was not until the Anglo-Saxon race on 
English soil wrested its liberties from 
the grasfi of the oppressor that this 
right was doubted. 
' The contest of the barons with John 
which ended at Runuemedc, and th 
great struggle nf the Commons witl 
Charles end his successors had then 
fruits in the awakened thought am 
desires of subsequent times. 


Galiileo, in vindications of his righ 


of independent thought said "The worlc 
moves nevertheless." 


Yes, the world moved, and men 


moved also. The coming of knowl 
edge with her beneficent gifts in ar 
and science, awakened the toiler froii 
the dream of the ages, and his sou: 
was uplifted until he saw with a clea 
vision. Peering into the future wit' 
prophetic ken early puritan saw all o 
the possibilities of £ national existence 
and the hope and promise of the ropubli 
'well revealed to him. 
And BO in th 


ullucss of time the republic was bor; 
and the empire of Freedom csuiblishe 
on a great continent. 


To us of to-day the spectacle of th 


American Colonies taking up arm 
against the British Empire is a str.ingi 
one. They were kindred peoples, unitei 
by the holiest ties of affection, blood 
ami patriotism. 
Both speaking tin 


same language the traditions of the on 
were the proudest boast of the other 
and the shining glory of England's fain 
found reflection in the hearts of he 
American subjects. 


The colonial youth had from carlies 


infancy drank in the story of their birth 
right. The proud lineage of their an 
cestry—the great names embalmed i 
national muse, the history of that fla 
which for a thousand years had wave 
defiantly against n world in arms, 
al 


conspired in song and story to attacl 
them by the strongest of tijs to thi 
great and successful Empire. 
In tic 


dition to this, thousands of them ha 
in the scarlet of her soldiery in defens 
of England's honor, inarched to th 
beat of her drums into the very heart o 
the wilderness, and with the deathles 
courage of the Anglo-Saxon faco carrie 
to victorv the Lions of St. George ou 
many a hard fought field. 


The American child.-on were educatei 


iu English colleges and seminaries o 
learning, and werethere taught a patriot 
ic reverence for the mother land. Boll 
peoples read the same bible, nnd thi 
prayers of both mingled together befon 
the throne of the samo God. 
Nothinp 


it would seem, but a miracle could worl 
a dissolution of such a connection. 13u 
there is a superior wisdom which guide: 
an] controls the affairs of nations a: 
well as those of individuals. 


Thvnugh all history tho observing, 


mind discerns in the causes leading tc 
great changes.and therelation of result 
to their causes, the evidences of desigi 
in a power not of earth. And so it was 
that n cloud came between these peo 
pies and it grew nnd spread until recon 
ciliation became impossible. In ntte; 
disregard of tho ancient constitution o 
England, of the advice and entreaties o 
the wisest and best Statesmen, the Brit 
ish King and his Ministry placed th 
yoke of power and despotism upon the 
necks of his trans-Atlantic subjects. 


Then the sturdy Anglo-Saxon blood 


asserted itself, and the banners of revo 
luti^n were flung to tho breeze.
